and many of its citizens, has sent 
Federal troops into the Trinidad mining 
district of Colorado, where a strike of coal 
miners, raging since September, has caused 
a state of civil war. Since April 20, when 
the militia, called out last October by Gov. 
Ammons, became unusually active, almost 
daily battles have been fought, and 81 per- 
sons, among them several women and chil- 
dren, have been killed. This appalling list of 
casualties puts this labor war at the head of 
all other similar struggles in its deadliness. 
Here is 2 history of the industrial war to 
date:

DENVER, Colo., May 2... 

RAW a circle around Trinidad, Colo., with 

a radius of perhaps twenty-five miles: 

Over 100 persons, men, women and chil- 

dren, have been killed in that area since last 

Sept. 23. They have been shot to death, blown

Twenty-five persons, women and children 
among them, were trapped in a mine which was 
get on fire and only escaped by a miracle.

It is more important than the great strikes of 
1878 and more significant than the railroad strike 
of 1893.

THORITIEBS, IN TRYING TO SUPPRESS THEM,

It is not passive resistance, but armed, open 
revolt against conditions.

Men have declared openly that they will die 
and take their families to death with them rather 
than yield.

On the other hand, William E. Green, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the United Mine Workers of 
America, says the unionizing of the mines is not 
an issue and that the differences to which Mr. 
Rockefeller refers are not settled. Quoting Mr. 


Green: 


It is not true that the company settled de- 
fore the strike the five points which Mr. 
Rockefeller mentioned—the eight-hour work- 
day; semi-monthly pay; check weighmen: 
regulation. of company stores, and increased 
wages. 

It ig not true, as Mr. Rockefeller says, that 
the question in contention is the unionizing 
of the mines. That has not been end is not 
now the issue. 

The employes of the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Co. have repeatedly asked that they be per- 
mitted to present their grievances for adjust- 
ment through committees which they might 
select for that purpose. 

A settlement of the strike. in Colorado rests 
entirely with Mr. Rockefeller. The question 
of unionizing the mines is not an issue. 

It appears that there are differences to arbi- 
trate besides the principle of freedom of labor 
tor which Mr. Rockefeller says he is fighting—the 
freedom of labor not to organize for its benefit 
when its employers do not want labor to be or- 
ganized. 

What are the conditions of labor in mines 
which make the foreign miners imported by Mr. 
Rockefeller so contented that they do not want 
to organize and are eager for the freedom to 
labor for him without protection by organization? 

Congressman Evans, who is familiar with condi- 
tions in the Colorado mines, thus testified before 
as committee of the National House of Represent-

I myself had to get a pass to enter one of 
the incorporated towns of the State of Colo- 
rado situated upon property of the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Cog and I had to get a pass to 
get out. 

It appears further from Mr. Evans’ statement 
that during the two years and three months pre 
ceding April 1, 1912, there were 232 violent 
deaths in Las Animas County, 180 of them being 
due to mine accidents: and there is no record 
of Coroners’ inquests in 202 of these cases and 
that in no instance has a mining company been 
held for negligence. 

In an impartial newspaper report of the Colo- 

rado war and its causes are the following para- 

graphs: , : 

Tiny little houses are built about the mines. 
The hoyses which cling to the mountain sides 
belong to the mining companies, the stores at 
which they receive their supplies belong to 
either the companies or to interests affiliated 
with the companies. 

Virtually the compantes hold the power of 
life and death over thelr workmen. The nod 
of.company officials means work; their frown 
means no work and ejectment, perhaps into 
the surrounding deserts. 

The company owns the mines; tt owns all the 
land around the mines; it owns the houses of 
the miners; it or an allied corporation runs the 
stores and saloons; it employes armed guards to 
discipline and control the mines; it controls the 
local governments; it enforces a passport sys- 
tem and ejects from work and home miners who 
exercise the right of free speech and organiza- 
tion. 

This is feudalism, not freedom. Mr. Rockefel- 


ler is fighting for the serfdom, not the liberty, of 


labor. These conditions call for drastic legisla- 


t tion to protect re freedom rather than are 


bitration. 

There is nothing in these conditions which 
would make men eager to work for thé company 
or to reject the benefits of organization—nothing 
that would drive free Americans to do it except 
starvation. : 

Out of these conditions have come civil war and 
anarchy in Colorado. The President, whose re- 
quest for arbitration Mr. Rockefeller refused, is 
called upon to use the armed forces of the United 
States to quell the murderous violence aroused 
by Mr. Rockefeller’s refusal. 

Is the freedom of labor so dear to Mr. Rocke- 
tener that he is afraid even to submit his prin- 
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sumption of spuriousness or failure. It may be 
said that the world is so impatient of the de- 
velopment, concerning. which it has suffered so 
many disappointments, that it will almost refuse 
to believe its senses or its reason when the fact 
appears. ;

and bacons of commerce. The plan of. market- 
ing home-cured hog products, begun in a small 
way, is now followed on an extensive scale. They 
not only save large sums on their own consump- 
tion, but double their receipts from hogs. They 
find that in the price they regeive for their pork 
the curing: processes, lasting only a comparative- 
ly short time, represent a larger element than 
the work of raising the hogs lasting an entire 
season. 

“Brooks County ham and bacon” 10 becoming 
a trade name of value. The area in which a 
demand for these products has been created is 
gradually extending and orders are not infre- 
quently received from remote points. The farm- 
ers are not dependent on, the Meat Trust to 
take their hogs off their hands. To ship on a 
day when the stockyards happen to have an 
excess of offerings does not mean a loss of many 
dollars. The good will of retailers and con- 
sumers is a profitable asset that cannot be taken 
from them as long as they maintain present 
standards of excellence, 

The farmers of any county or any rural com- 
munity can do what these Georgia farmers have 
done. How the parcel post can render an as- 
sistance in selling which Brooks County did not 
have at first is obvious. Co-operative methods 
in markets can also increase the advantages of 
the plan.

$100 REWARD FOR A 
LOST LIGHT VESSEL 


Offer of Federal O:ficer Recalls 
Heroism of Floating Light- 
hous. Crew. 
CLEVELAND, O., May 1—G. R. Put- 
nem, United States Commissioner Of 
Lighthouses, has caused to be posted in 
lake ports an offer of a reward of $109 
for definite information as to the loca- 


tion of Light Vessel No. 82, which was 
reported “off station“ Nov. 11 last, in 
the midst of the great storm that cost 
more than 200 lives of lake sailors and 
wrecked many vessels. 

The Commissioner does not hope that 
the vessel is afloat or that he may res- 
cue any of the crew of six men, but ne 
would like to complete the records of 
the brave men with a proper entry and 
the waters of Lake Erie are not 80 
deep but that the vessel could he raised 
if its whereabouts should be discov- 
ered. : 

No. B's station was at a point where 
ships turn to enter the Buffalo harbor, 
a particularly important point during a 
storm, as dozens of vessels hasten that 
way for safety. It is; surmised that 
Capt. Hugh M. Williams and his five 
men felt it was their duty to remain 
at the dangerous post showing their 
light as long as possible. Theirs was 
the only ship that tried, to weather the 
storm as late as 4:45 a. m., Nov. J0, at 
which time the light. was last réported 

The light was reported missing at 4:50 
a. m. the next day and then bouys and 
other parts of the vessel were found on 
the beach and a search was ordered. 
But no further trace has been found, 
although an effort was made to “sweep” 
the floor of the lake before navigation 
closed last fall.

Places on the State and congressional 
ballots and in addition to these there is 
the long list of candidates for county, 
township and city offices, while an ad- 
ditional ballot is provided for the nor- 
partisan candidates for the judgeships. 

Election officials already have visions 
of the returns in Kansas being com- 
pleted along about Friday after either 
the primary or the general election. 

In the six years Kansas has had the 
primary elections there never have been 
before eo many candidates as this year. 
The Democrats, highly elated-with their 
victory last year and with the Mexican 
imbroglio to help them along, feel con- 
fident of electing a majority of the 
Btate and congressional officers this 
fall. 

In former years the Democrats have 
had to draft candidates for the differ- 
ent jobs. Except for Governor it has 
been seldom that there was more than 


one candidate for any place on the 
Democratic ticket and usually this one 
candidate had to be forced to fill the 
place. But this year the Democrats 
are up on their toes and fighting for 


There is not a single State or con- 
gressional office for which there is not 
more than one candidate and for some 
of the jobs there are a half dozen can- 
didates already in the field and more in 


prospect. 

The Republicans hold the minor State 
elective jobs at present and they are 
hoping for harmony with the Progres- 
sives in order to drive out the Demo- 
crats and get the appointive jobs back. 
Because Kansas has been a Republican 
State for so many years the Republi- 


party always had two or more candi- 
dates for every job and this year there 
are practically as many candidates for 
the different jobs as in the past. 
There are no contests for the nomina-

LITCHFIELD, III., May 2—The jury 
in the Grosenheider murder case, after 
being out all night, returned a verdict 
this morning at 7 o'clock finding Louis 
Grosenheider guilty of manslaughter.

PROTEST 10 CZAR 
ON JAIL HORRORS 


Dutch Writer Has Spent Much 
Time Investigating Reports of 
Cruelty and Death. 


TALKS WITH PRISONERS 
American Signatures Are Being 


Sought on Papers to Be 
Sent to Ruler. 


LONDON, May 2-An international 
protest against the treatment of Rus- 
sian political prisoners is in course of 
preparation, under the leadership of the 
Dutch lawyer and poet, Jacob Israé] De 
Haan. Many distinguished Russians out- 


side of that country, Christians as well 
as. Jews, have joined the movement, 
and it is hoped by them that their pro- 
test—which is in circulation in New York 
—will be an effective instrument in con- 
vincing the Russian autocracy that the 
time for prison reform can no longer be 
delayed. The protest is to be presented 
to the Czar. 

Dr. De Haan, who has spent a consild- 
erable time in investigating the condi- 
tion of Russian prisons, makes public 
in the Daily Chronicle some of the re- 
sults of his observations. 

“Confined in the prison of Orel which, 
in the. refinements of cruelty practiced 
by the jailers, rivals the old Star 
Chamber of the Spanish Inquisition,” he 
says, was a political Katorgist—one 
sentenced to penal servitude, to be fol- 
lowed. automatically by exfle to Siberia 
—named Ivan Soedig. On his arrest in 
the Baltic Provinces he had been in- 
humanly treated, and the marks of that 
treatment were visible upon his body 
when I saw him. He then told me in 
detail the methods of violence that had 
been inflicted on him. 

Driven to Suicide by Torture. 

“T heard the rest of his story six 
months later. It was as follows: Soedig 
ultimately could cndure the torture no 
longer, and one evening he said to the 
other occupants of his dungeon, 
‘Friends, allow me to hang myself; I am 
exhausted with suffering.’ No one was 
surprised; but every one’s 
thought was: ‘If Soedig hangs himself 
we shall all be flogged,’ in pursuance of 
a system under which the occupants of a 
cell are made responsible for each other; 
@ measure devised to put an end to the 
epidemic of suicides which was incon- 
venient to the administration. 

“However, the man had been 80 
cruelly tormented that, after long dis- 
cussion, his compunions decided to allow 
him ‘to end his life. They purposely 
returned earlier than usual that nighr 
and drew the bed covering over their 
heads. Many wept throughout the hours 
of darkness. Soedig’s body was taken 
down the next morning from the noose 
which he had made out of his clothes 
and had tied to the wall. His compan- 
ions who bad permitted him to leave the 
* — Orel were treated mercilessly. 


a Strangled by Inspector. 
“Tn one Of the prisons recently a hun- 


ger strike was organized as a protest 
against ill-treatment. I give the out- 
come in the exact words of a corre- 
spondent who wrote to me on the sub- 
ject: They were all outraged, abuse 
and kicked. They protested with loud 
cries. In order to stop the noise which 
--— Was making a blanket was thrown 
over Sead and the beating redoubled 
in fury. — hanged himself in his 
cell, and the same day two others did 
the same. — was strangled by the 
eldest inspector, Simonoff—of sourse, not 
intentionally, but S— was weak and 
consumptive and suffered from exhaus- 
tion resulting from past brutality.’ 

“As an instance of the silly prete€t. 
on which prisoners are flogged, I will 
give the caes of three men named Pop- 
off who arrived simultaneously at Orel. 
When all were undressed in the ante- 
chamber prior to appearing before the 
inspectors for examination the name of 
Popoff was called from the inspector's 
tahle. Out from the group one prisoner 
advanced. 

Whipped Because of Name. 

What is your other name?’ he was 
asked. 

„ Michael,“ he replied. 

“*Bah! Son of a dog! You are not 
wanted,’ and he was brutally beaten. 
Another Popoff stepped forward in re- 
sponse to a second call. ‘What is your 
name?“ demanded the inspector. 

“ ‘Ivan,’ came the answer in a scared 
tone. Wait until you are called,’ shout- 
ed an official. Another beating. The 
third Popoff then came forward, only 
to be treated more cruelly than the 
others. Each blow was accompanied by 
‘Why did you not come at once, you 
pig? 

“It is in the dreaded black cells, where 
there is no light, and beyond the noisome 
valls of which no shriek of victim can 
penetrate, that prisoners are abandoned 
to all the exquisite savagery in which 
the Russian prison official specializes.

Chicago Hull House Agent De- 
clares Immigrants“ Morals 
Are Hardest to Control. 


FARM MISSES GUARDED 


Great Instittulons Look — 8 
Them, but Those From 
Abroad Are Virtually 

Ignored. 


Miss Grace Abbott, a Hull House 
Worker, who is visiting in St. Louis, 
told a reporter, Saturday; that fem. 
grant girls between the ages of 16 and & 
furnish thé biggest problem for the Im- 
migrants’ Protective League of Chicago, 
of Which she fe 4 director. 

Compärattvely few of these giris, she 
said, are 184 astray before they Gn to | 
American; but many of them come here 
alone, in advance of their parents, and, 
she said, their downfall ig the result of 
housing and social conditions. 

We have a great many places for 
taking care of the country girl,” Miss 
Abbott declared, “but no protection 
whatever is made for the ignorant im- 
migrant girl; who in every sense is just 
as much of a country girl, in addition 
to be especially helpless because of her 
lack of knowledge of Bnglish and 
American life.“ 


League Has Charity Headquarters. 
The league deals exclusively with the 


newly arrived immigrant. It is a char- 
Itable institution, with headquarters at 
7438 Plymouth street, Chicago. Last year, 
41,000 immigrants—tien, women and chil- 
dren—were cared for. These people come 
diréct into the office from the trains, 
and either Wére delivered to relatives 
and friends; where these éxisted, or 
placed in suitable lodgings and work 
was obtained for them. 

“I am not in favor of farther réstric- 
tion of immigration,” Mise Abbott said. 
“None of the proposed methods ot re- 
striction {@ in any sense a character 
test. In a large part of Russia and 
Austria there are no opportunities for 
the peasant te learn to read and write, 
and it is especially hard for a peasant 
woman to learn because of the prejudice 
against the education of women. 

“A restriction, therefore, which keeps 
out those whe are unable to read and 


writé, would not be 4 fair test of char- 


acter, enérgy and native intelligence in 
these people. The Poles and South Ital- 
fans are most affected by the literacy 
test. 

Wo ought to be considering the prob- 
lems of the tmmigrant after he arrives 
ih America, stich &s protection against 
exploitation, education and the adjust- 
ment to American conditions and stand- 
ards, both industrially and socially. Pro- 
vision for State and Federal agencies is 
needed to assist in the protection and 
earé of the immigrant. 


Latest Immigrants Are Best, 
Figures, 80 far as avallablé all over 


the country in regard to crime and pau- 
perism, show the recent immigrant has 
a good record. There is less public re- 
lief for the tmmigrants'‘of the new tmmi- 
gration than those of the old immigra- 
tion. This is due primarily to the fact 
that they are a young people. Statistics 
show that paupérism and dependency 
are greatest among the older classes. 

‘There is no reason for believing 
these young peasants, who come to 
America strong, industrious and hard- 
working, will be proof against corrupt 
industrial systems and able to withstand 
the long hours and bad working condi- 
ona under which they are forced to 
live. 

"Therefore, unless we want wem to 
speedily fill our workhotises, prisons and 
other penal institutions, we should im- 
prove the industrial and social condi- 
tions. Reforms are needed in many de- 
partments, but espécially in the matter 
of better housing, better factory and 
workshop cofiditions, proper recreation 
and insurance against disease and acci- 
Gent fof the foreign-born laborer:”

Little Effort in Past to Utilize 
$1,000,000 Under Terms of 
Benefactor’s Will. 


Following the efforts of the Board of 
Freeholders to discover a means of mak- 
ing the Mullanphy Emigrant Relief 
Fund serve some“ useful purpose; the 
Mullanphy Board has decided to estab- 


lish at Union Station a bureau for ascer- ; 
taining the needs of Western-bound emi- 
grants and travelers. Wherever it ig 
found that relief is needed, it will be 
given In accordance with the conditions 
of the Bryan Mullanphy will. 
The intention of the board to extend 
the use of the fund, which now amounts 
to more than $1,000,000, is indicated in its 
report to the City Council, For many 
years the Mullanphy Board has done lit- 
tle to carry out the terms of the will 
by applying the fund to the relief of 
emigrants intending to settle in the 
| West. 
While framing a proposed new city 
charter, the Board of Freeholders dis- 
cussed the failure of the board to make 
adequate use of the fund. Some free- 
holders favored the institution of a suit 
to have the fund used for some other 
purpose than relief for westbound emi- 
grants, while others contended there was 
plenty of work for the fund to do if 
the board would find it. 

Bureau te Be Established. 
After obtaining from Associate City 
Counselor Truman Post Young an opin- 
ion declaring it would be within the 
scope of the will to establish a bureau at 
Union State to seek out the needy emi- 
grants and travelers, Nicola P. Zimmer, 
a member of the Mullanphy Board, de- 
clared that this would be done. 
“Such a bureau would not only serve 
the classes of persons strictly entitled 
under the will, but would, in its inci- 
dental operation, effect much good in 
securing te the immigrant and traveler 
a much needed protection,” said Zim- 
mer. 
“It would give the alien, ignorant in 
our own tongue, kindly contact in his 
own languagé and obtain for all going 
through the station disinterested and 
honest advice and assistance. 
It is a popular misconception that the 
Mullanphy charity is for emigrants only. 
Its provisions include also travelers, to- 
wit: ‘Relief to all poor emigrants and 
travelers coming to St. Louis, on their 
way, bona fide, to settle in the West.’ 
The charity is inaptly styled. It should 
be called the Mullanphy Emigrants and 
Travelers Fund.“ 

Little Effort in the Past. 
For many years the Mullanphy Board 
has made little effort to find out 
whether any needy emigrants were pass- 
ing through Union Station to settle in 
the West. The expenditures for actual 
relief have been ridiculously small. 
Recently the Young Men’s Christian 
Association put a man at Union Station 
to meet all incoming immigrant trains. 
He found, in the few months covered 
by his investigation, hundreds of men, 
women and children in need of advice, 
protection and relief. The work of the 
T. M. C. A. has demonstrated that if 
the Mullanphy Board pursued a similar 
course, much good could be done by the 
fund. 
The board asked the City Counselor for 
an opinion as to whether a bureau in 
charge of competent interpreters and 
agents could be established at the sta- 
tion for the purpose of making the wid- 
est possible use of the fund. Associate 
Counsel Young, answering this query, 
said: 
“The will does not define the term 
‘relief’; it does not show specifically 
what kind of relief is to be furnished,

An indignation meeting of the B’ Na!

Laughlin alleges they buried coffins 
filled with earth to escape taxation on 
a i4-acre tract held in the association’s 
name, opposite his 20-acre country home 
on the North and South road, half a mile 
north of Clayton. Laughlin aleo asks a 
perpetual 
from burying persons in the tract, al- 


| leging the cemetery is damaging adjoin- 


ing property about 50 per cent, at the 
same time being a menace to health of 
residents of the vicinity. 

Officers Iasue the Call. 

The~-call for an indignation meeting 
resulted from a meeting Friday at 908 
North Eighth street,. attended by Ben- 
jamin Burenstein of 4218 Morgan street, 
president of the association; Morris Lip- 
shitz of 621 North Eighth street, vice- 
president; Simon Zuckerman of 908 
North Eighth street, superintendent, and 
H. Maiznef, sexton of the cemetery. 
These, except Maizner, are made per- 
sonal defendants in the suit, together 
with Harry Siegfried of 1015 Lucas ave- 
nue, president of the congregation; P. 
H. Miller, H. Kessler, M. M. Olian, A. 
J. Margious, Sol Maizner and Jake Slup- 
sky, named as controlling the associa- 
tion. 

The four cemetery directors emphatic. 
ally denied to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
the allegations of the suit. They de- 
clared Laughlin seemed to have a per- 
sonal grudge against them. Speaking 
for the others, Burenstein said: 

“You may say for me and others here 
that the allegation made by Laughlin 
about the burial of earth-filled coffins 
to escape taxation is a contemptible lie.’’ 

Have Owned Property 0 Years. 

He explained that the cemetery tract 
was purchased nine years ago, when it 
became apparent that the old cemetery, 
little larger than an acre and south of 
the new tract, would be inadequate. 
This, he said, was before Laughlin pur- 
chased his home site. 
Burenstein said three persons had been 
buried in the new tract, when it was 
decided to borrow money and grade and 
improve it. In Clearing title for the sat- 
isfaction of a lender, he said, it was 
disclosed that six years’ taxes were due. 
This matter went to court and in April, 
1913, the taxes were canceled. The im- 
provements were carried out on seven 
acres, and bY permission of the Health 
Department, Burenstein said, the three 
coffins were transferred to the old cem- 
etery by Sexton Maizner and his grave 
diggers, J. A. Murphy.and his son; now 
living on the Hanley road. 

The filing of such a suit is a gross 
insult and will be vigorously contested, 
Burenstein said. The directors also 
spoke of filing a counter-claim and 
seeking reparation from Laughlin for 
alleged defamation of character. 
Laughlin, when asked about his allega- 
tion of fake burials, told a reporter 
that he had no personal knowledge of 
such. He said he had been informed 
that a tax assessor had dug up the 
coffins and found dirt in them instead of 
bodies. Reporters saw a number of tax 
assessors but none of them knew «any- 
thing about it. 

The Scheirith Israel Cemetery Asso- 
ciation is composed of members of the 
B’Nai Amoona Congregation who pur- 
chase burial lots in the cemetery which 
was purchased with a fund raised by the 
congregation, according to the directors, 
who are named each year by the con-

ment, and spe pointed to the women in 
automobiles and asked, Who was caring 
for their children While they 
palgned. 

The heckling of a man apeatier for 
woman suffrage by a woman opposed 
to it struci the crowd as highly amus- 


say and moved on, Dr. Brandt finished 
his. talk as soon as he could. 

Mrs. Stewart told the men among. her 
hearers that, by striking a blow’ for 
women, they would be striking two 
blows. for themselves and three for the 
whole nation.

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Mexican Commander Says | 
Most of his Men Were 
Recruited From Prison 
Had 50 Seasoned Sol- 
diers — Uncertain About 


His Future.

VERA CRUZ, May i-J. G. 
France, the Post- Dispatch and New 


York World regular correspondent in 
Vera Cruz, saw Gen. Gustavo Maas 
last night at his headquarters at 
Paso del Macho, about 28 miles out. 
He seemed very much worried and 
depressed. He was closely in touch 
with Mexico City, but seemingly 
lacked a definite and comprehensive 
plan of operctions. He was simply 
awaiting the next development. He 
had less than 1000 troops with him 
and they were in poor shape, so far 
as efficiency, morals and ammuni- 
tion were concerned. 

He gave the following statement 
to the correspondent: 

‘You ask me why I evacuated 
Vera Cruz without offering greater 
resistance to the Americans. There 
were many reasons. Any one of 
them was sufficient to disarm the 
criticism which my countrymen, I 
am told, are so unjustly heaping 
upon me. 

He Acted Under Orders. 
The principal reason was that I 
acted under orders. That is sufficient | 
for a soldier. Another equally 
weighty one was that it would have 
been impossible successfully to de- 
fend the city against your forces. 
Obviously resistance would have been 

useless. 

J could have made a stand, yes, 
but at what cost of lives of my own 
people and probable damage to the 
* city without the slightest hope of 
success. 

We were surprised at the sudden- 
ness of the attack. It found us un- 
prepared. Personally I had hoped 
that the differences between the two 
governments arising fom the occur- 
rence at Tampico could be composed. 
Everyone had anticipated that if an 
attack should come it would first be 
directed toward Tampico. Thus all 
around, we, speaking of my forces at 
Vera Cruz, were taken at a disad- 
vantage. 

“The history of my movements on 
the day of occupation is soon told. 
Your Consul summoned me by tele- 
phone. It seems strange, almost hu- 
morous, that one should receive a 
declaration of war by telephone. Is 
that the American manner of declar- 
ing war?

“Senor Canada informed me he had

been instructed to tell me that the 
Americans intended landing imme- 
diately. I was stunned. He advised 
me that it would be best for me to 
surrender my forces as a means of 
preventing fighting and conserving 
the lives and property of our citi- 
zens. I told him that it was impos- 
sible for me to surrender, for my 
orders were not of that nature, but 
IT entreated that we, he and I, should 
discuss the matter, but he refused. 
Our conservation ended abruptly. My 
wife was sitting near, so she under- 
stood what was impending. * Immedi- 
ately I hurried her to the French 
Consulate with our children. That 
was about 9 in the morning, if I re- 
member correctly. I reread my or- 
ders to reassure myself and proceed- 
ed to take measures accordingly. 

“About 11 o’clock the police in- 
spectors telephoned me that the 
Americans were actually landing and 
that he had seen their boats at the 
wharf. There was no longer doubt. 

My forces numbered between 1000 
and 1200. Of their quality I do not 
wish to speak. You know that for 
days I had been filling my files. with 
prisoners from the fortress of San 
Juan de Ulloa. One may draw h 
own conclusions. Two hundred of 
those were assembled about a center 
of more substantial fighting element, 
composed of 50 seasoned men, whom 
I placed under the command of Gen.

Gen. Blanquet 
then ordered me, in a dispatch which 
he immediately forwarded in re- 
sponse to mine, not to resist to a 
degree more than necessary to cov- 
er my retreat, and to leave the 
city, if I had not already done 80. 

„It was fully 1 o’clock before my 
main body fell back. Between me 
and the enemy was left only the 
force I have told you of—300 men. 
They fought on their own initiative, 

“Our artillery did not follow out 
until late in the afternoon. Had 
your forces desired, it would not have 
been so difficult to have taken it 
from us. Six kilometers from the 
city we tore up sufficient railroad 
tracks to impede your advance. That 
night I made my headquarters at 
Tejeria. Later I fell back to this 
point. Without loss of time, I took 
measures to cut all railway lines out 
of the city, and to do what was 
possible to isolate the Americans 
in Vera Cruz. Our garrisons de- 
stroyed the track on the Alvarado ‘ 
Railway at Paso del Toro, burned 
bridges at Boco del Rio on the Vera 
Cruz & Isthmus and at San Francisco 
on the Interoceanic. 

“Tt was unfair, it was unnecessary, 
I go so far as to say that under the 
circumstances it was unmilitary of 
the Americans to precipitate them- 
selves upon us with such suddenness 
as they did at Vera Crus. I might 
say more of the bitter things I feel, 
but of what importance is it all now. 
But this I will say, if the Americans 


Beaten we 
may be in the énd, but they will find 
that Mexicans will not yield meékly..

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NEW YORK, May 2.—Col. Roosevelt, 
concerning whose actual physical con- 
dition his friends in New York are still 
in perturbed: doubt, is due at Para, 
Brazil, on Monday, according to cable 
advices by the Booth Steamship Co., on 
whose cargo steamer Dunstan he sailed 
from Manaos Friday. 

At Para. Col. Roosevelt will transfer 
to the Booth steamer Aiden, which 
should have sailed today for Mobile by 
way of Barnados, but which seems to 
have been held at Para for the former 
President. Kermit Roosevelt will not 
come with his father, but will sail for 
Lisbon, Spain, direct from Para, next 
Friday. 

It was apparent from the cablegram to 
the steamship cgents that the entire 
schedule of the Dunstan and the Aidan 
was upset in order to make it possible 
for Col. Roosevelt to come home at 
once. It had been expected that he 
would wait at Manaos for the sailing 
of the Pancras May 13. 

The fact that Kermit Roosevelt will 
not come with his father has been hope- 
fully interpreted, since it is believed 
that if Col. Roosevelt's condition were 
really critical Kermit would not leave 
him, notwithstanding his approaching 
wedding in Spcin. 

What information has come from Ma- 
naos an to Col. Roosevelt's health makes 
it difficult for his friends to believe that 
his eagerness to get home would alone 
be sufficient to hold steamers for him as 
the Dunstan was held, and the Aidan is 
being held. The fear persists, in con- 
sequence, that he may be in a serious 
condition. 

Friends of the former President keep 
in mind the fact that all he sald about 
himself in his first message was: “Have 
been pretty sick, but am better.”

Accurate Gun Fire of the Ships a Notable Feat- 
ure—Gallantry Under Fire Exhibited on All 


Sides by Bluejackets 


and Marines.

VERA CRUZ, Mexico, April 29, via Destroyer Flusser to Galveston, May 
2.—From the way the navy and marines conducted operatf ns here one could 
believe that they had been all their lives engaged in clearing out opposition 


from hostile seaports, occupying them 
collecting customs to cleaning streets. 


and taking charge of everything from 


The one thing they don’t understand is the psychology of the natives of 
this land of lawlessness and melodrama—population largely ignorant and 
_ wholly emotional, religious, superstitious and suspicious; possessed of a fan- 
atical courage which has here displayed itself in incredible foolishness, while 
on the other hand, there has been exhibited a docility that passeth under- 


standing. 

It required Mexicans to install 
themselves in pitifully vulnerabic 
building easily dominated by heavy 
guns of a straight shooting fleet and 
from there to open fire with small 
arms and with as much chance as 
babes would have against Goliaths. 
And when the streets of Vera Cruz 
were swarming with marines and 
bluejackets it needed Mexicans. to 
keep up an intermittent fire from 
cupolas, housetops and windows and 
to keep at it throughout two days 
and nights, although every snipiag 
shot usually brought swift and deadly 
vengeance upon the sniper. 

People Give Up Weapons. 

From these evidences one would 
have thought resistance would have 
been extended to extermination, 
fierce, fanatical and unreasoning. 
And yet when Admiral Fletcher is- 
sued a proclamation on Saturday tell- 
dng the populace that it must turn in 
all of its weapons by 1 p. m. Sunday 
there was an unhesitating and whole- 
sale compliance, thousands forming in 
line in front of the Municipal Paiace 
and bearing weapons of every im- 
aginable kind.

It may have its beginning on the 
morning of April 21, and which by a 
singular coincidence was the anni- 
versary of the date of the beginning 
of hostility between Spain and the 
United States. And in order to keep 
in the sequence of events the narra- 
tives should start from the transport 
Prairie, which with 317 marines on 
board was anchored inside the break- 
water of Vera Cruz. To that vessel 
Rear Admiral Fletcher had shifted 
his flag. By his orders, Capt. H. O. 
Stickney, commanding the transport, 
went to the American Consul in the 
early forenoon and formally notified 
him that a landing was to be made 
for the preservation of law and order, 
for him to notify all of the consulates 
and when the operation was actually 
begun, to notify the Mexican military 
authorities. 

Mexican Officer Warned. 

Bnsign McDonnell, of the Prairie, then 
calied upon the commander of the Span- 
ish cruiser Carlos V. and informed him 
that an American military force would 
be landed that afternoon, The Spanisn 
captain wanted to know if Gen. Maas, 
the Mexican commandant, had been in- 
formed. The ensign said he didn: 
know, The Don next wanted to know if 
he might land. The ensign diplomatic- 
ally repeated the instructions he had 
received and then went to call upon the 
British Rear-Admiral,, Craddock, upon 
_— “flagship, the Essex, anchored in- 


————— 
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side the breakwater and near the Prai- 
rie. 

The information that had been con- 
veyed to the Spanish captain was given 
to the British officer. The British Ad- 
miral said Admiral Fletcher might want 
him to get out of the way, but that it 
would require some time to get steam. 

He added that Admiral Fleacher had 
promised him ample notice and that he 
had not received any. His final conclu- 
sion was that he would stay and take 
his chance. 

Meanwhile Ensign Nickinson, also of 
the Prairie, had been sent to call upon 
the commanding officer of San Juan De 
Ulloa, the massive stone structure built 
in the sixteenth century and which lay 
but a short pistol shot away from where 
the Prairie was moored. The ensign in- 
formed him that an American force was 
about to be landed in the city and added 
that any. aggressive move on his part 
would bring about a prompt aggressive 
reply. On the side of the ancient struc- 
ture off which the transport was 
moored was a steel shed. This was 
known to contain torpedo tubes. The 
ensign had his instruction about them 
apa warned the Mexican officer that 
there must be no movement toward the 
shed unless he wanted to attract artil- 
lery fire. 


“Useful Information,” 
The Colonel wanted to know if this 


wes war and was told that it was useful 
information. 

It was directly after these young or- 
ficers had finished their round {and 
reported back to the Prairie that the 
order to land the marines was given, 
and under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Neville these were expeditiously 
landed on the Ward line pier a few 
hundred feet distant, Ensign McDon- 
nell landing with the detachment as 
brigade signal officer. The marines 
were met by a scattering fire, followed 
by volley firing and firing from auto- 
matic guns, killing and wounding sev- 
eral of the marines. 

Soon after Rear Admiral Badger’s 
fleet of battleships anchored off shore 
and Admiral Fletcher went out to call 
upon the commander-in-chief on board 
his Aagship, the dreadnaught Arkan- 
sas. 

A battalion of bluejackets from the 
dreadnaught Florida were hurried 
ashore to reinforce the marines, these 
being jcined soon afterwards by the 
Utah's battalion, the Prairie protecting 
the movement with her guns. About 
the same time observers in her tops 
reported Mexican troops massing on the 
sand hills outside the city. The range 
was carefully estimated, the three-inch 
rifles given the required elevation and 
soon thereafter shells were whizzing 
aver the town and dropping among the 
groups, these scattering to cover. 

Then began incessant fire from all 
points along the water front and from 
tops of buildings and there was an al- 
most constant whiz of bullets across 
the water and a steady rap of these 
against the sides of the ship. From the 
town could be heard the sharp bang of 
rifies and the b-r-r-r of machine guns. 
Along toward midnight the cruiser San 
Francisco came inside the breakwater, 
mooring ahead of the Prairie and soon 
after midnight the scout cruiser Ches- 
ter came in. 

The next chapter in the drama should 
jbe laid on board the Chester. Under 
command of Commander W. A. Mof- 
fett, this vessel had been lying off Tam- 
pico with decks cleared for action and 
expecting trouble any moment. Then 
came midnight orders for her to hurry 
to Vera Cruz and at daylight she was 
under way. Ahead of her lay the Mex- 
wan gunboats Bravo and Zaragossa. 
It was perilous times and not know- 
ing what to expect of these vessels, 
commander Moffett took the precau- 
tion of approaching them with ell guns 
loaded and his crew at their battle 
stations. It was noticed that the Mex- 
jeans were also expecting trouble, but 
only the regulation salutes were ex- 
changed as the vessels passed. 

Nearing Vera Cruz the Chester got an 
intercepted wireless which said that the 
Kan Francisco had been ordered inside 
the breakwater. That meant that trou- 
ble was threatening if it had not already 
commenced. As she stood in the Ches- 
ter received wireless orders to go incide 
the breakwatr, and putting out ali 
lights, she groped her way. the task be- 
ing a difficult one owing to the black- 
ness of the night, and the fact that the 
light on the lighthouse at the Mole had 
been extinguished. But the Chester 
quickly found her way in and as she 
let go her anchor the flagship signalled

broadened there came a volley from 4.

In another moment a 3-inch she 
rom the Chester had exploded on board 
the tug and such of the crew as had 
not been killed by the explosion were 
seen jumping overboard or into boats, 
The water front, off which the Ches- 
ter was lying, was a wide open space, 
to the right of this was the long, yel- 
low-faced, two-storied naval academy, 
To the left of this, as one faced the sea 
wall from the Chester, were several 
scattered buildings, among them a two- 
story structure occupied by the Vene- 
zuelan and Uruguayan consulates. Near 
by was the ornate residence of De 
Uzzaos, a wealthy Mexican who is ~aar- 
ried to an American woman. In the 
rear was a park. Along the water front 
were piles of lumber, barges and freight 
cars. From these hiding places along 
the water front rifle fire broke with a 
bang and clatter. The Chester first 
turned her guns upon a barge which 
seemed to be filled with riflemen. One 
5-inch shell and the riflemen were all 
in. Nearby was a huge lumber pile | 
and from its tops and corners small 
arms were spitting savagely. 


Another | 
d-inch shell landed at the base of the 
pile, the explosion tossing its timbers 
high in the air. Then swift attention 
was given to the park, ablaze with mus- 
ketry. The shell fire quickly checked it. 


Fires Into a Window. 

Then rifle fire was seen coming from 
the De Uzzao residence and from the 
roof of the consulate building. With his 
glasses Commander Moffett could make 
out the form of a rifleman firing from 
an upper window of the residence. He 
pointed him out to the 19-year-old gun 
captain of the after 65-inch. The gun 
blazed and the shell landed fair in the 
window. But it required a half dozen 
more before the firing ceased. 

It was while this building was being 
shelled that it was reported that men 
were firing from the roof of the con- 
sulate. But soon there was convincing 
evidence that men were firing from this 
one. The guns of the Chester turned 
upon it and the firing was checked. 
There was a vigorous protest about this 
later on. 


The Chester had now made a wet deck 
of every place from which she had been 
fired upon, and as her men were stand- 
ing by their heated guns the head of the 
Second Regiment appeared, marching in 
column formation and moving between 
the Chester and the Naval Academy. 
The comamnder suspected that the regi- 
ment would be fired upon from that 
uilding and gave hurried orders to 
train all of the guns upon it. The bulld- 
ing lay still in the morning sunshine 
until the regiment wheeled into column 
right, when all of its windows and its 
roof tops suddenly blazed with rifle fire. 

Moffett saw the flash and gave the 
order to fire before the sound of the 
rifles had reached the Chester. The 
guns of the Scout opened on the second, 
and at the same moment the Prairie, 
which had seen what the Academy was 
about, turned her fine battery in the 
same direction. It was only this ex- 
peditious work that saved the Second 
Regiment from severe loss. They were 
in easy pistol range of the building and 
wholly unprotected. As the ships opened 
the command was given the men to 
lie down, and for the ens ing five minutes 
they were stretched flat upon the ground 
listening to the rush of shells a few 
feet over them and to the explosions 
that shook the building from end to 
end. There was no return fire from it 
after the Chester and Prairie had 
opened upon it and a subsequent exam- 
ination showed that the shell fire had 
converted it into a veritable shamble. 


Mexican Marksmanship Bad. 

The doings of the regiment which had 
been moving across the space might 
very well find place here. This regi- 
ment was composed of battalions from 
the battleships New Hampshire, South 
Carolina, Vermont and New Jersey, and 
a battalion of artillery, all under the 
command of Capt. Edward E. Anderson, 
Captain of the battleship New Hamp- 
shire. Having landed at 4 o’clock that 
morning, the regiment had been formed 
in the open fleld near the Terminal sta- 
tion and where it had rested until day- 
light. The following is from a report 
prepared by the commander. 


“As only the custom house and im- 
mediate vicinity was then under the 
control of the U. S. forces, the second 
naval regiment was directed by the 
Brigade Commander, and Admiral 
Fletcher, to march to the southward of 
the city and take possession of the 
Naval Academy, the artillery and in- 
fantry barracks, which was in posses- 
sion of the Mexican forces. 

“At 8 o'clock the regiment started on 
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the march bo the Naval Acadeniy and 
the artillery barracks which is adjacent. 
Capt. Anderson and staff and the New 
Hampshire battalion led this attack. The 
Naval Academy and barracks are huge 
stone structures, with walls about a 
foot thick. 

“The Mexicans had machine guns 
mounted behind these walls and rifle- 
men stationed on the roofs, at the win- 
dows, and in the stone buildings on 
both sides of the street. As the regi- 
mental staff and the New Hampshire 
battalion turned the corner of the street 
a terrific fire was opened on the men 
from every angle and it was only due 


to the poor marksmanship of the Mexi- 
cans that the entire staff and battalion 
vere not mowed down. 
Troops Drop to Pavement. 

“The New Hampshire battalion re- 
turned the fire, dropping prone on the 
pavement and taking shelter behind the 
faces of buildings. Under cover of the 
New <iampshire’s fire the other bat- 
talions of the regiment retired to an 
open field and deployed as skirmishers. 
firing at the windows of the buildings 
nearest them. The U. 8. 8. Chester. 
nnchored close ashore, opened fire on 
the Naval Academy and other buildings. 


To avoid the danger of shells from the 


Chester falling amongst the regiment, 
the New Hampshire battalion was di- 
rected to withdraw to the open field. 
“Carrying their.dead and wounded 
this battalion retired to the field near 
the lighthouse tower, At this time 
the artillery of the Second Regiment, 
under the command of Lieut. Grady, 
was brought into action and opened 
with shrapnel on the stone bulld- 
ings. These shelis exploded upon 
striking the stones, killing nearly 
everyone inside the buildings. The 
regiment was assembled near the 
lighthouse tower, and the dead and 
wounded attended to, while the artil- 


lery kept up tho bombarément. 48 
Lieut. Johnson of the New Hampenire 
and two men of his company were 
bringing a wounded man from the 
field, fire was opened on them from 
three buildings near the water front, 
one of which was flying the Grecian 
flag. A shot from this house wouud- 
ed Lieut. Lanon, who was assembling 
his battalion. Artillery and rifle ttre 
was directed at these houses and ther 
were silenced. company was sent 
to capture the occupants, one of which 
possessed consular papers. Rifles and 
ammunition were seized, and the in- 


habitants made prisoners.

pb. m., when orders were réceived to 
advance to the outskirts of the city 
and intrench. it had been reported 
that Gen. Maas, who had retreated 
from the city with his troops upon 
the landing of the United States 
forces, had reinforced and was pre- 
paring to attempt the reteking ot 
Vera Cruz. A guard composed of a 
section of artillery and one compeny 
of infantry, in command of Lieut 
Ellison, regimental ordnance officer, 
was left at the military barracks, 
while the battalions of the South 
Carolina aud artillery advanced to the 
outskirts of the city. The artillery 
was established at the railroad track 
near the Waters-Pierce companys 
plant as a reserve, and the South 
Carolina battalion, Lieut. Station, pre- 
ceded with the regimental command- 
er about a mile up the track and in- 
trenched. 
Snipers Ordered Shot. 

The Michigan's battalion was directed 
to report to the infantry barracks, as 
there was but a small force there. Dur- 
ing the remainder of the night the regl- 
ment stood outpost duty, intrenching 
and improving their position. The fol- 
lowing day three battalions were with- 
drawn from outpost duty, the artillery 
and supports remaining in possession. 

Regimental headquarters were estab- 
lished in the residence of Gen. Maas, and 
regimental barracks at the lighthouse 
tower, which was then held by the New 
Jersey battalion. As. the district under 
the control of the second regiment occu- 
pies so much space patrols were estab- 
lished to apprehend snipers, with orders 


to shoot them if they had arms in their 


hands, and to preserve order. Snipers 
in the vicinity of regimental headquar- 
ters began firing shortly after dark. 
which necessitated the calling out of a 
patrol company from the ~arracks. 

Under command of Lieut. Richard 
Wainwright, son of the distinguished 
Rear-Admiral of that name, the battal- 
ions of the Florida and Utah covered 
themselves with glory. 

The first company under Ensign G. 
M. Lowrey bore the brunt of a nasty 
cross-fire at the corners of the streets 
running between the old stone customs 
house and the new iron warehouse in 
Calle de Morellos. 

Twe Shot From Heuse. 

The second company was under En- 
sign T. 8. Wilkinson, the third com- 
pany under Lieut.’ L. Jordan and the 
artillery under Ensign James Cresap. 
All were under almost continuous rifle 
and machine gun fire. 

Lowrey’s company got under way im- 
mediately after landing at about 11:20 
o’clock in the forenoon. In 10 minutes, 
by coming up at double quick, arrived 
at the corner of Calles Morelos and 
Benito Juarez under the old lighthouse 
tower of that name. He placed part of 
his company at this cormer and another 
squad at the corner of. Benito Juarez 
just below, bearing between the cus- 
toms house and through the iron ware- 
house, N 

Ten minutes later firing broke out 


along Independencia street and almost 


immediately the company was fired 


upon from the old yellow house in front 


of the tower. Two men fell and were 
immediately carried to the rear while 
the company opened upon this house 
silencing the fire, 


Almost at the same time down the 
other street the Spanish flag was run 
up over the Mexico Hotel and while 
this was being done 9 or # shorts 
were poured out from the hotel upon 
this tiny command and another man 
fell. 

The forces in the hotel were police- 
men in white uniforms. Lowrey ran 
down the street to get reinforcements 
from the block below from the men 
stationed there, and found two more 
wounded with this part of his command. 
They answered a fire from the roof 
tops on all sides, while a Colt’s auto- 
matic barked at them up the street. 

Women Fired on Troops. 


The Ensign and two men under fire 
ran up the marhle customs house and 
scaled the wall, somewhat covered by 
the fire of their men. Dashing through 
the customs house, they gained the 
windows of Lerdo street and saw the 
place teeming with men firing from a 
big pink house and a number behind 
it, others from the corner of Lerdo and 
Morelos, sniping down one short block 
at his men who had suffered so badly 
at Benito Juarez. The police were 
under the portals with a number of 
women also firing. 


From this position, upon the flank 
of the enemy, they shot men at the 
corner of Morelos and Lerdo, but 
were soon discovered by the police 
in the pink house and the automatic 
smashed the large stained glass win- 
dow to one side and they retired 
through the house to the old stone 
customs house, where men were sta- 
tioned on the roof, and volunteers 
called for to silence the grilling fire 
from the pink house, 

Coxswain Shoemaker and four oth- 
er men were picked, although the 
whole company volunteered. They 
made a dash up the street to the pas- 
sageway under the customs house 
and from this shallow protection be- 
gan shooting into the pink house at 
point blank. The first shot killed a 
policemian leaning out of a window, 
the body falling from the window on 
the second floor to the ground out- 
side. 

Mexican Ship Boarded. 

The men under the second in com- 
mand at Benito Juarez were having 
their troubles all this time and re- 
ported to Capt. Rush that from the 
watchtower above them three of 
their men had been wounded. He or- 
dered the Florida’s three-inch field 
piece under Ensign Cresap to fire, 
which they did seven times, making 
it untenable and securing the force 
below it from further sniping. A 
company of the Utah’s bluejacekts 
under Ensign Foser marched up at 
2 p. m. and Ensign Lowrey was or- 
Gered in reserve. While in this posi- 
ten he was shot at from the Mexican 
navigation steamer Sonora. The 
Americans boarded the steamer and 
entered the nearby warehouse, tak- 
ing 46 and four customs 
house o with arms in their 
hands, A cartload of guns of many 
styles w 
nora, two Mexicans killed and sev- 
eral wounded at this point, which was 
in the rear of the attacking forces. 

Ensign Cresap ot the Filorida’s 
field piece was ordered in reserve

captured aboard the So- 


Florida battalion of infantry. Castle 
proceeded to clean up nearby houses 
from which a constant fire from 
housetops and roofs had continued 
until late into the night. 


About 1 a. m. Lieut. Castle ordered 
up Cresap’s field piece, which took a 
position at the corner of the ware- 
house and was trained on the watch 
tower of the police station or munici- 
pal palace. 


From this point the natives kept 
up & continuous fire. At daybreak the 
Utah’s battalion made simultaneous 
attacks on the adjacent houses. 
Lieut. Seymour with his company 
seized the famous yellow house and 
Hotel Mexico, while Lieut. Foster 
with his men captured the Jefe Poli- 
tico’s stronghold on the corner. Froin 
the roof of the municipal palace they 
Silenced fire from the adjoining 
roofs. Ensign Badger had taken the 
light tower opposite. 


More Americans Killed. 


During the night the Utah landed a 
section of artillery and at 9 a. m. the 
Arkansas had arrived and her battalion 
with the Utah's infantry and the Flor. 
ida’s fleld piece advanced up Calla Za- 
mora for several blocks under heavy fire 
from tower and house tops and enfiladed 
from the cross street, while the marines 
under Cols. Jenne and Neville were 
cleaning up streets parallel to Indepen- 
dencia covering considerable territory. 


Ring this fighting the ships in the 
arbor were shelling the lower part of 


ing near the front of the Arkansas bat- 
talion, which was advancing toward the 
monument. Several of the Americans 
were killed along this street. 

Houses were entered and searched and 
after disarming all citizens they were’ 
given their Uberty. During this attack 
one of the Florida’s companies under 
Lieut. Jordan advanced toward the 
plaza, a hotbed of resistance. Lieut. 
Jordan directed his attack against the 
hotels, Universal and Diligencias, tak- 
ing them in a short time while Badger, 
at the head of a few men, took the mu- 
nicipal palace and adjoining houses. By 
then practically all fighting was over 
throughout the city except for occasion- 
al sniping and by evening the homes 
were opened and people began to ap- 
pear on the streets when it was seen 
that Americans would not molest any- 
one. All parts of the city were well 
patrolled and the marine brigade estab- 
lished lines around the town. 

Under command of Col. W. C. Neville 
and later under Colonels Lejeune and 
Long, that highly dependable and hard 
fighting corps known as the U. S. Ma- 
rines did their work in their usual expe- 
ditious, cool and thorough manner. The 
landing of the first detachment under 
Col. Neville has already been described. 

The landing company under Capt. Hil) 
received the first fire from Federals in 
plaza and barracks. 

The command immediately deployed 
and returne 1 the fire. The block was 
taken and sharpshooters put on 
housetops. Then came orders from 
Capt. Rush, Captain of the flagship

gained, and under sharp fire it was. 
Towards nightfali the firing died 
down and orders were issued by Capt. 
Rush to hold positions during night 
and not attempt to dvance. At 6 a 
m. the following morning a flag of 
truce was borne in, the bearer having 
a letter from the authorities. The let- 
ter was sent to the consulate and the 
order to advance was given. 


Meanwhile Col. Neville had thrown 
out his lines, covering the whole side 
of the city facing the sand hilis. When 
the order to advance was given he 
moved his entire forcé forward, the 
advance continuing until 10:45, stop- 
Ping at the point designated by Capt. 
Rush. During the advance all persons 
were searchéd and all bearing arms 
were put under arrest and returned 
to the rear. At this time Col Lejuene, 
who had landed with his regiment 
from the Hancock, assumed command. 
Patrols were then quickly established 
in the zone held by the marines to 
look for snipers shooting from win- 
dows and housetops. The sniping 
continued during the night, and on 
the following morning the second 
regiment was withdrawn from the 
city and assigned to outpost duty to 
defend the city from any attack by 
Federals. 

Officers and Men Praised.

e Democratic House members that a 
8 e election will de authorised and 
the original plan of submitting the in- 
itiative. ordinance at a preliminary elec- 
tion abandoned, 

Only One. Election Necessary. 

Baird has stated in interviews pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch that it is not 
necessary for the Municipal Assembly 
to force two elections under the in- 
itiative petition. It is optional with the 
legislators to either pass the ordinance 
ealling a special election Nov. 6, or 
force it to a preliminary election, so 
that the public may pass on it, be said. 

The initative ordinance must be enact- 
ed under the charter within # days of 
its introduction, or by May 16, or the 
Assembly must fix the date of a special 
election for its submission within 90 
days of its introduction.

tirely Abolished by Recent 
Activities in Building and 
Sales. 


CITY is ENTITLED TO 
MORE THAN 1,000,000 


Several Outlying Districts, 
Anticipating Annexation in 
Near Future, Have Incor- 
porated as Municipalities

Schrowang's map of St. Louis shows 


that the line of demarcation between 
the City of St. Louis and St. Louls 
County has been obliterated for its en- 
tire semi-circle, extending from Caron- 
delet to the Chain of Rocks. 

This story is apropos the Census Bu- 
reau’s estimates of the population of 
the largest cities, according to which 
Boston eventually will displace St. Louis 
as the fourth city of the United States. 
The estimates give St. Louis 734,667 and 
Boston 723,802. Thus it is shown that the 
Mound City’s increase has been at the 


rate of only 6.3 per cent, while the 
Hub’s has been at the rate of 9.4 per 
cent, figured from 1910. 

Gould’s 1914 directory credits St. Louis 
with a population of 853,395. An exten- 
sion of the city limits to include only 
adjoining plats would increase the city 
population many thousands, those con- 
versant with the situation declare. 

30 Subdivisions in 10 Years. 

As additions to the city proper, ab- 
cording to Schrowang’s map, there have 
been platted, within the last ten years, 
upwards of thirty subdivisions, which 
virtually are cities within themselves. 
Some of the largest lie in both the city 
and the county, all representing more ur 
less the city’s overflow. 

The most important include Luxem- 
‘burg, Shrewsbury Park, Greenwood, Ma- 

ood, Richmond Heights, Forest 
Heights, Forest Park Summit, 
Forest Ridge, Brentmoor, Hillcrest, 
Skinker Heights, Washington Park, 
Parkview, North Parkview Addition. 
Forsyth Place, Maryland Terrace, West 
a Place, University City, Hin- 

side; Wellston, Kenwood Springs, West 
Wainut Manor and Jennings Station. 

Most of these are flourishing and pop- 
ulous communities, which have been de- 
Véloped at the cost of millions, and all 
of which virtually are a part of St.

ANOTHER DEAL PENDING 


Chicago Capital Is Still Nego- 
tiating for Lease of 
Property. 


Proposals involving annual rentals 
ranging from $25,000 to $29,000 have been 
rejected by Daniel Catlin for a 9-year 
lease of the northeast corner of Olive 
and Twelfth streets, which would have 
insured the erection on the site of a 16- 


story hotel building. 

The improvements, exclusive of the 
site, it is estimated, would have entailed 
an expenditure of $1,500,000. 

The project, which was sponsored by 
one of the biggest life insurance compa- 
nies of New York, and which was de- 
signed for financially responsible New 
York hotel interests, has been dropped 
and will not be revived, agents declare. 

The Mathews Real Estate Co., of 
which William Mathews is president, 
represented the New York interests, and 
Charles H. Bailey represented Danial 
Catlin, the owner of the site. W. J. 
Holbrook, president of the Holbrook, 
Blackwelder Real Estate Trust Co., was 
a rival of Mathews for ccntrol of the 
corner, Holbrook also having a hotel 
project. 

Mathews ia said to have opened nego- 
tiations with an offer for a 99-year 
lease of the corner, at an annual 
rental of $25,000. Mathews henceforth 
was bidding against. Holbrook for the 
site, the latter each time, it is said, 
raising the offer. 

Catlin was loath to surrender control 
of the corner, which is one of the most 
valuable and imposing in downtown St. 
Louis. 

As the final offer. Mathews, at the in- 
stance of the New York hotel inter- 
ests, raised his price to $29,000 a year, or 
4 per cent per annum on the valuation 
of $725,000. This was also declined, not- 
withstanding it would have established 
the valuation of the ground at more 
than $7000 a foot for the Olive street 
frontage. 

The New York interests, at this junc- 
ture, wired Mathews that the deal was 
off. 

According to Chestnut street circles, 
the New York hotel interests were 
backed up by one of the biggest life in- 
surance companies of New York, which 
bad agreed to execute in the lessor's 
favor, coincidently with_the signing of 
the lease, an indemnity.-bond for $1,- 
120,000. 

Catlin, it is understood, is still. enter- 
taining Holbrook’s proposals, which, it 
is said, are to be backed by Chicago 
capital. 

Catlin purchased the corner, which has 
a frontage of 100 feet on Olive street by 
a depth on Twelfth street of 126 feet, 
from W. W. Culver, at the outset of 
the year, for between $500,000 and $600,000. 
An additional 55 feet on Olive street, 
owned by W. K. Bixby, and a 20-foot 
north and south alley, was embraced in 
the Mathews plans. 

Catlin owns several million dollars 
worth af Olive street property, which 
he purchased at the instance of Charles 
H. Bailey before the big uplift in ground 
values in downtown St. Louis.

LIFE WAS 


U. S. Immigration Inspe Was 
Carrying Roses to White Wie 


When Assassinated. 


Whether the assassination of Haw Lin 
Shuck, Chinese interpreter and inspec- 
tor for the United States Immigration 
Bureau, marked the beginning of a war 
in St. Louis between the On Leong and 
Hip Sing tongs, or whether the mur- 
der Was committed in revenge for his 
activity against Chinese violators of the 
immigration laws, still remained a mya- 
tery last night, although 50 Chinamen 
were held under arrest during part of 
the day. 

Haw Lin Shuck was shot three times 
and killed instantly in front of 10 South 
Bighth street at 8 o'clock Friday night 
while carrying a bouquet of roses anJ 
a vase home to his white wife, wit) 
whom he lived at 5352A Maffitt avenue? 

The theory that the crime was due to 
rivalry betweel tongs, or Chinese secret 
societies, was advanced by Lee Bing, a 
christianized Chinese, called the Mayor 
of Chinatown,“ who was Haw's partner 
in a restaurant at 21 South Eighth 
street, and who was arrested as a wit- 
ness. He said that Haw was secretary 
of the On Leong Tong and that its ene- 
mies, the Hip Sings, had been trying to 
establish a footing in St. Louis. The 
secretary was murdered, Lee said he 
believed, in order to terrorize the Chi- 
nese of the city. 

Theory of Revenge Motive. 

Support for the theory that reveng® 
Was the motive of the murder was 
gained with the discovery that two years 
ago notice was served upon Haw that 
he must cease his activities as a Gov- 
ernmefit agent or prepare for death. He 
Was informed that several of his coun. 
trymen were raising a fund to procure 
an assassin to murder him. On March 
14, 1912, he appealed to the police fo 
protection, and for seme time, whenever 
he went into the Hop Alley district oa 
Government business, he was escorted 
by a patrolman.

N almost forgotten se- 
ries of episodes in the 
life of Abraham Lin- 
coln has been revived 
recently by the inclu- 
sion of Lincoln's 
| name in Spirituelist 
publications as of that faith. Many 
Spiritualists go so far as to declare 
that Lincoln was naturally a clairvoy- 


ant, and they cite some little-repeated 
anecdotes to prove their contention. » 


The Civil War President undoubt- 
edly had what was called “supersti- 
tions.” He was known to be deeply 
religious at heart, although he never 
openly identified himself with anv re- 
ligious organization. His pa ents 
were Baptists and his stepmother he- 
longed to the Disciples of Christ 


Numerous anecdotes bave been 
told that indicate he believed in the 
supernatural in dreams; but the most 
important of all these curious stories 
is the famous one about bis “mirror 
apparition,” in which he forecast his 
own death. 


Alexander K. McClure, founder of 
the Philadelphia Times, and an ac- 
quaintance of Lincoln, gives consider- 
able space to these stories in his “Abe 
Lincoln; Yarns and Stories.” pub- 
lished a short time before Meclure's 
death. The book quotes reminiscences 
of Ward Lamon, once a law partner 
of Lineoln and afterwards Marshal of 
the District of Columbia. Lamon was 
perhaps Lincoln's most intimate 
friend, was his bodyguard when he 


was President and slept in the Whi : 
pt in the White ABRAHAM 


“The most startling incident in the LINCOLN, 


life of Mr. Lincoln,“ Lamon wrote, 

“was the dream he had only a few days before his assas- 
sination. Coupled with other dreams, with the mirror 
scene and with other incidents, there was something 
about it so amazingly real, so true to the actual tragedy 
which happened soon after, that more than mortal 
strength and wisdom would have been required to let it 
pass without a shudder or a pang.” 

Lamon told at considerable length how this dream 
puzzled Lincoln, who did not wish to alarm Mrs. Lincoln 
with it. She knew something was troubling him and 
kept trying to get him to tell her what it was. Final- 
ly ne said, according to the chronicler: 

“It seems strange how much there is in the Bible 
about dreams. There are, I think, some 16 chapters in 
the Old Testament and four or five in the New, in 
which’ dreams are mentioned; and there are many pas- 
sages throughout the book which refer to visions. In 
the old days, God and his angels came to men in their 
sleeyi and made themselves known in dreams.” 

After some further conversation with Mrs. Lin- 
coln in which the President declared he couldn't say 
whether or not he believed in dreams but, at the same 
time couldn't affirm disbelief, he finally told this story: 

„About 10 days ago I retired very late. I bad been 
up waiting for important dispatches from the front. I 
could not have been long in bed when I fell into a 
slumber, for I was weary. I soon began to dream. There 
seemed to be a death-like stillness about me. Then I 
heard subdued sobs, as if a number of people were 
weeping. 

J thought I left my bed and wandered downstairs. 
There the silence was broken by the same pitiful sob- 
bing, but the mourners were invisible. I went from 
room to room; no living person was in sight, but the 
same mournful sounds of distress met me as I passed 
along. It was light in all the rooms; every object was 
familiar to me; but where were all the people who were 
grieving as if their hearts would break? I was puzzled 
and alarmed. What coyld be the meaning of all this? 

“Determined to find the cause of a state of things so 
mvsterious and so shocking, I kept on until I arrived 
at the East Room, which I entered. There I met with

A short time afterwards he was shot. 

The mirror incident rererfed to in the narrative is 
even more bewildering as it is given in McClure’s book. 
It is one of the principal things_upon which the Spirit- 
ualists base their belief that Lincoln was clairvoyant. 
Lincoln is said to have told it often to friends. Here is 
the way McClure teils it: 

“It was not long after the first nomination of Lincoln 
for the presidency when he saw, or fancied he saw, the 
fancied apparition. One day, feeling weary, he threw 
himself down upon a lounge in one of the rooms of his 
house at Springfield to rest. Opposite the lourge was a 
large. long mirror, and he could easily see the reflec- 
tion of his form, full length. E 

“Suddenly he saw, or imagined he saw, two Lincolns 
in the mirror, each lying full length upon the lounge, 
but they differed strangely in appearance. One was the 
natural Lincoln, full of life, vigor, energy and strength: 


the other was a dead Lincoln, the face White as marble, 
the limbs nerveless and lifeless, the body inert and 
still. 

“He said nothing to his vife about this, she being 
at the time in a nervovs condition, and apprehensive 
that some accident would surely befall her husband. 


Lincoln never saw this forbidding reflection while 


in the White House. Time after time he placed a couch 
in front of a mirror at a distance from the glass, where 
he could view his entire length while lying down, but 
the looting glass in the executive mansion was faitaful 
to its trust, and only the living Lincoln was observable.” 
Another version of this story was that when Lincoln 
had observed the “apparition” several times, he told Mrs.

The Franco-Prussian War of 1870, which lost Alsace 
and Lorraine to France, together with a billion-dollar 
indemnity, was precipitated by the misinterpretation of 
a conversation. Napoleon III had sent Benedetti as a 
special ambassador to King Wilhelm. They met at a 
promenade at Ems. After a brief chat the King was 

seen to turn and walk away. . 

The rumor spread through France that the ambas- 
sador had been insulted. Germany interpreted the in- 
cident as the presentation of an insolent demand to the 
King. French jingoes forced Napoleon to declare war, 
although he was ill-prepared for it. In 30 days German 
soldiers had captured Paris. 

The Austro-Prussian war of 1886 followed the capture 
of a secret Austrian document. Bismarck had tried to 
get Wilhelm I of Prussia to break off the alliance with 
Austria, whereby the two kingdoms had wrested the 
duchies of -Schleswig-Hoistein from Denmark. Wilhelm 
refused, but the Austrian Government became uneasy. 
A secret letter to other German states, suggesting an 
anti-Prussian alliance, fell into Bismarck’s hands. By 
means of it, he perguadéed Wilhelm to break the alliance. 
In the war which followed the Prussians inflicted an 
overwhelming defeat to the Austrian army at Sadowa. 
By this war of only seven weeks’ duration Austria was 
compelled to relinquish all its Schleswig-Holstein claims 
and pay an indemnity of 20,000,000 thalers. 

The Russo-Turkish war of 1875 ‘started because a 
Turkish army officer in a Balkan village seized a Bul- 
garian bride on her way home from her wedding and 
kissed her. The villagers attacked the soldiers. Turkey 
retaliated with a massacre. Russia declared war and 
had captured Plevna and Adrianople when the other 
Powers intervened. 

The great Mahdist rebellion in the Sudan happened 
because Mohammed Ahmed, a Mohammedan beggar, had 
an epileptic fit. He construed this as a divine visita- 
tion, preached a religious revolt, aroused the tribesmen 
and devastated the country. Three or 
four English and Egyptian expeditionary 
forces were defeated, Gordon was killed 
and Khartoum was captured and many 
thousands of lives were lost before Lord 
Kitchener finally pacified the country, 
after exacting a bloody revenge. 

Toussaint L’Overture, the negro con- 
queror of Haiti, owed his fall to a bit 
of vanity. Having risen from an ig- 
norant slave to the supreme power in 
Haiti, because of his military genius. 

Toussaint wrote a letter to a friend in 
France in which he referred to himself 
as “the Bonaparte of the negroes.” 

This piqued the first Napoleon, who 
sent a force of $0,000 men to conquer the 
negro. ‘Toussaint held out against even 
this force until he was betrayed into a 
conference with the French, when he 
was made a prisoner. He was taken to 
Paris and thrown into a dungeon, where 
he soon died from neglect. 

The careers of three of the world’s 
great conquerors, Charlemange, Barba- 
rossa and Napoleon, started in trivialities 
—Charlemagne’s because of a quarrel 
with his wife, Barbarossa’s because he 
found a biography of Charlemagne, Na- 
poleon’s because a man made him a 
wedding present. 

Charlemagne’s second wife was Desi- 
derata, daughter of Desiderius of Lom- 


bardy. When Charlemagne succeeded Tile maker kills collector whe insu ited daughter and starts Wat Tyler’s 


Pepin to the French throne, he had a 

quarrel with Desiderata, at the end of 

which he packed her off to her father with an ingulting 
message. Desiderius raised an army, invaded France, 
was beaten, captured and confined in a monastery. Then 
Charlemagne made himself master of Italy and called 
himself King of the Holy Roman Empire. 

Barbarossa, when a boy, picked up the story of Charle- 
magne’s life and, when he came to the German throne, 
determined to emulate him. He succeeded, in part. Once 
he had pushed his armies to the gates of Rome, when 
pestilence and civil war at home compelled him to 
withdraw. 

After the French Revolution there were a few ragged 
French soldierg in Italy. Among them was a subordi- 
nate officer, Napoleon Bonaparte. Napoleon had the 
good luck to fall in love with Josephine Beauharnais, a 


widow. Josephine had been a friend of Barras, Presi- 


dent of the French Convention. 

Barras was anxious to see Josephine well settled. He 
gave her to Napoleon with his blessing and, for a wed- 
ding present, gave him what appeared to be the joke title 
of commander in chief of the French forces in Italy. 
But it was no joke with Napoleon. He at once brought 
his troops into a state of discipline, pushed a vigorous 
war in which he was uniformly successful and returned 
to France the hero of the hour.

Taylor with a force of 4000 men into the disputed ter- 
ritory.

American soil had been invaded and American 
biood had been shed on American soil, although many 
opponents of the administration, among them Abraham 
Lincoln, declared this was false.

The reat Barn Seminole War was started in 1836 when 
an American guard accepted a bribe which permitted 
Osceola, “Tiger of the Everglades,” to escape from a 
prison where he had been confined by Government 
troops. Osceola raised his tribesmen and led a long 
and sanguinary conflict which cost many lives and was 
not ended until he was recaptured and again put in 
prison, where he died of a “hunger strike.” 

The 10-year guerrilla warfare against the Apaches

An Apache was killed in an 
attempt to arrest him and others.

Logan’s Indian rebellion in 1774 
started because of an unfounded rumor 
of Indian outrages on the frontier which 
led Americans to retaliate by shdoting 
some friendly Indians. The great war 
fanned by Sitting Bull, im which Custer's 
men were massacred, started because 
some prospectors struck gold in the Black 
Hills. So many other prospectors came 
that the Indians complained they were 
driving away the game and started on 
the warpath. 

The bloody Nez Perces War in 1877 
started because Chief Joseph’s wife hap- 
pened to get sick. The Nez Perces 
were belligerent at the time, but Joseph 


had been able to keep them quiet. . 


While he was away at his wife's bed- 
side, however, a pioneer shot at an In- 


dian and the tribe broke into revolt. 


Joseph rejoined his people and Jed them 
with great skill. His masterly retreat 
with his forces into Canada has awakened 
the admiration of military men the 
world over. The Little Crow Indian War 
started because some Indians engaged 
10 taiget practice with some hen eggs belonging to a 


farmer. The farmer remonstrated and was himsetf — 


shot. Then troops were called out to subdue the redmen. 

At least three epoch-marking events in Mexico's 
history had small beginnings. When Cortes and his 
Spanish troops, in 1518, sailed for their famous in- 
vasion, a messenger was sent ordering them to return. 
Cortes simply disobeyed the order, landed his 600 men 


at Vera Cruz, burnt his ships behind him and began 


that unparalleled campaign which saw him. usurping 


‘the throne of the Montezumas. 


In 1816 the Spanish Government sent into disgrace- 
ful retirement a young soldier, Augustin de Iturbide. 
Governor of two small Mexican provinces, who had 
deen accused of graft. Iturbide bided his time until 
he had been put in command of Government troops 

to crush a revolution he himself had secretly 
fomented. Then he seized the reins of government. 
proclaimed himself Emperor of Mexico and ruled until 
Santa Ana’s rebellion overthrew him, made him pris-

Oldest in the World. Rather, it was her 
home until recently, when she was moved to 


different quarters. 


There isn’t much left of this Oldest Lady. one 


naturally associates a gentle withering away with vener- 
able age,-and this Oldest Lady certainly has had plenty 
of age in which to wither. 

She was born before Abraham, before the flood, before 
the Sumerians first visited the land of Ur and laid the 
foundations of Babylon. Indeed, in her sight Babylon, the 
Ancient, is a mere upstart pioneer village. The pyramids 
of Egypt were created long after she had entered her 
tenth or twelfth, to say nothing of her second, childhood. 

The Oldest Lady enjoyed her girlhood some 200,006 
yAars ago, perhaps. When she went visiting she rode on 


a camel and when she was a baby, her mother frightened 


her into obedienec by harrowing tales of Dinogaurii and 
saber tooth tigers. 


Very little indeed is left of her 3 her bones, 


in fact. Countless centuries before the time to Which the 
oldest human memorial points, all of her kindred mold- 
ered into dust. Of all of them, she alone was singled 
out for a sort of terrestrial immortality, And that hap- 
pened. because Mother Earth herself was the Oldest 
Lady's undertaber, embalming her in pitch and putting 
her to rest in an everlasting sepulcher. 

There she might have lain for countless centuries to 
come except for one thing. And that was that her bury- 
ing ground was also the burying ground of thousands of 
prehistoric beasts, who probably perished there in some 
great earth cataclysm. Some of the skeletons of thése 
monsters were found and, in digging for more, a student 
accidentally broke into the tomb which held all that was 
mortal of the Oldest Lady. 

She was tenderly removed and scientists came to view 
her remains. One of them was Prof. H. F. Osborn,.head 
of the American Museum of Natural 
History in New York, one of the most 
distinguished paleontologists. When he 
saw them he récognized their great 
antiquity. He said that the Oldest 
Lady was about five feet tall, that her 
skull resembled the skulls of ancient 
remains found in Peru, but beyond 
that would say nothing. He is ex- 
pected to have very much more to say, 
however, when his forthcoming book, 

The Origin of Man,“ is published. 

Julius C. Birge of St. Louis, wealthy 

manufacturer, traveler aud author, 
who came home recently after spend- 
ing the winter at Pasadena, Cal., has 


- written’ entertainingly, for the benefit 


of his friends, an account of the dis- 
coveries at the site of the antique 
_charnel house. When at his California

The location is at the famous as- 
phalt bede of. Southern California. It 
will de remembered that several years 
ago rich, apparently bottomless, lakes 
of asphalt were discovered near Los 


Angeles. For ages they had been 
covered by a loose. silt, washed down 


from the ranges of the Sierra Madres 
to the east. But when they were un- 
covered a practically inexhaustible 
supply of asphalt was revealed. 


Workmei discovered at a comparae 


tively slight depth the bones of prehis- 


torte monsters. The more they dug 
the more bones they found. Scientists 
found some of the bones to be those 
of mastodons, giant sloths, camels, 
lions and sabre-tooth tigers. . Discov- 
eries of beasts of the first two species 
were not uncommon at that time. But 
the discovery that there were camels 
in America in prehistoric days and 
that there were lions and tigers was 
an important fact to scientists. 

As for the sabre-tooth tigers, until 
these bones were found, a complete 
skeleton of that animal, with a perfect 
skull, had never been discovered. Old 
Sabretooth was a jungle cat about 
the size of-a modern bengal tiger, but 
‘he had two long, sword-like tusks 
growing out of his upper jaw which

amination, which was denied. 

The doctors urged her to move about as much as 
possible, thinking the injury was a mere wrench 
of the muscles. She could stir only by using a 
chair as a cratch. Her request that her family doc- 
tor be summoned was refused. After 18 days she 
was released and sent to a private hospital. 

“Her leg was broken and had been from the 
first,” says the author. “A serious operation had 
to be performed. Had the leg been treated at once, 
the fractured bone would have been restored to its 
own length, but after 18 days of her being in 
prison, when nothing was done for it, the bones 

had overlapped and the muscles hardened around 
it This, of course, inevitably shortened the bone.

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Milk at Five . a 
Pound One of the | 
Cheapest of Foods 


HE food value of milk“is worth a 
moment's .consideration, writes 
D. S. Burch in Farm and Fiie- 
side. Though it is a liquid, milk 
contains more dry matter then some sol- 
ids. Skeptics can surprise themselves 
some dull day by putting a pan of milk in 
the inner part of a double boiler, evapo- 
rating it and observing the dry matter it 
contains. The figures that follow are in- 
teresting. too, from a food basis: - ; 


Per Cent Units 
Dry Matter. of Energy 


Notice that milk contains more food 
solids and units of energy than any article 
in the list. Milk also is more nourishing 


than tea, coffee or the common soups as 
ordinarily made. 

It also has this advantage, that practi- 
cally all of its solid matter is digested; it 
really contains no waste. 

A quart of milk weighs 2.1 pounds, 
which makes milk almost always cost 
legs than 5 cents a pound, the cheapest of 
all eommon foods except flour and ergin 
products, cheap cuts of meats and 
starchy vegetables such as potatoes. All 
these products require preparation and 
cooking, which adds to all their original 
cost and should be considered in pre- 
paring foods. 

The method for selecting the best grade 
of milk from the kinds available is a 
question which the consumer must help 
himself to answer. The best general rule 
is to observe the keeping quality of the 
milk. If kept in a clean place at a tem- 
perature of 60 degrees Fahrenheit or less, 
good milk will remain sweet 24 bours 
after delivery. 


Garlic Used With Success 
in Tuberculosis 


I the Metropolitan Hospital, New York, 


during two years 56 treatments for 
tuberculosis were studied on 1082 


cases. : 
“Of these treatments but two stand 


out as regards anyrbing like specific ac- 


tion upon the tubercle bacillus and tu- 
bercular processes, that is, clinically 
speakinz. They are garlic from the 
vegetable kingdom and mercury from the 
mineral,” says Dr. M. W. McDuffie. 

“Garlic contains a volatile oil, called 
allyl sulphate, and its medical properties 
depend on this oil, strongly antiseptic, 
and it seems to have remarkable power 
of inhibiting the growth of the tubercle 
bacillus, eliminated by the lungs, skin, 
kidneys and liver, and oxidizes into sul- 
phuric acid in the system. Applied lo- 
cally it is freely absorbed by the skin 
and penetrates the deeper tissues. Gar- 
lie gave us our best results and would 
seem equally efficacious, no matter what 
part of the body was affected, whether 
skin, bones, glands, lungs or special parts. 
Dosage used internally one dram of the 
expressed juice or two drops of the es- 
sential oil three times a day; externally 
poultices of crushed bulbs, one part with 
three parts of lard, or unguentum garlic 
(50 per cent juice in vaseline) applied 
daily. Healing is by new connective 
tissue formation. 

“For effect upon the tubercle bacillus 
and tubercular processes, the salts of 
mereury rival garlic and would seem to 
be next in efficiency. Mercury is easily 
absorbed in ol form, chiefly excreted 
by the liver, also by the skin and kid- 
neys. Accumulated action is a draw- 
back when compared with garlic. 

“The result from these two substances 

due no doubt primarily to their elimi- 
nitive power and secondarily to their 
antiseptic influence upon the body fluids.”
